RO sooner has not been for the waulf of 
ability on the paitof our military coinmuu- 
ders, but Irotn tho inaguitutle ofclio defen- 
ces which were intended to repulse any 
force the Government could possibly send 
there. 


What bearing this will have on the rebell- 


ion remains'yet to bc teen, but the magni- 
tude of the 
SUCCORS mus>t go f.ir toward 


crushing out this resolution and establish- 
ing once more the commerce ot Stale* 
bordering on this river. 


History has seldom had an opportunity 


of recording so depurate a defence on one 
side with so much courage, ability, and per- 
severance, and

And if ever an army was entitled to thf 
gratitude of a nation it is the army of the 
Mississippi aud it,- gallant leaders.
